S.O. 2795.—In pursuance of clause 4 of the Colliery Control Order, 1945. aa 
continued in force by section 16 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 
1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following further amendment 
in the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Steel, Mines and 
Fuel (Department of Mines and Fuel) No. S.O. 2112, dated the 24th August, 1660, 
namely:— 

In the said notification, in "NOTE 3” under “Table 1(c): Coking Coal”, the 
following sentence shall be added, namely:— 

“The price at which all coal produced in the Lethi Valley Colliery may be 
sold shall be Rs. 30 28 per ton of 2240 pounds (Rs. 29-78 per tonne 
of 1,000 kilograms) f.o.r. Oodlabari and Damdim, North East Frontier 
Railway”.
